Hence it is an important proper- 
ty of food that the sense of taste way 
be stimulated and tbat it may have 
an opportunity to exercise its selective 
and controlling functions. 


When one has eaten a sufficient 


amount of simple, wholesome food, the 
sense of taste informs him of the fact 
by declining to receive more. A per 
feet rule for mastication would be to 
chew each morsel of food until there 
is left only a tasteless remnant. It is 
useless to swallow such a residue, as it 
can have no nutritive value. When 
food is taken in this way, the sense of 
taste has an 
opportunity 
to say 


"enough" before too much has been 
swallowed and thus affords a perfect, 
means of adapting the amount of food 
taken to tbe needs of the body. 


A careful study of tbis suggestion 


will also show that the sense of taste. 
If allowed to act in a normal way, will 
select those substances of which the 
body is in gieat need. For example, if 
the blood is impoverished aad needs 
an extra supply of nitrogenous food 
there will bt a craving for such foods 
as nuts, h-gumes nud possibly eggs 
and milk o- some other substance con- 
taining nitrogen.

Sardines are 
packed 100 tius in a case, and the con- 
sumption of sardines ia this country 
1? .roughly estimated at from .1.500,000 
to 2,000,000 cases annually.

nations awoke to the physical and 
commercial possibilities of Africa, and 
then, in a twinkling, tlie dark: continent 
was seized upon and divided up and 
became, as by magic, a-vast European 
"hinterland." Between 18S4 and 1S98 
an area two and a half times the size 
of the United States, and containing a 
population of 
100.000,000, was par- 


celed out by an agreement of the Eu- 
ropean powers. At present scarcely a 
foot of African territory remains un- 
claimed.

Report to Health Board 


Submitted by Health Officer Dr. 


L. P. LaudicK. 


In One Hundred and Fifty Cues o! Con- 


tsgioui Diseases Only One Rt- 


suited Fatally. 


The annual rejsort of the depart- 


ment of health for the past year, sub- 
mitted by health oflWer Dr. D. F, 
Laudick, contains some interesting 
atatistics. The contagious diseases 
•which keep the public dodging away 
from placarded and quarantined houses 
naturally furnishes one of the most 
interesting fe&ture of Dr. Laudlck's 
report, and the death rate in the con- 
tagious diseases* column greatly les- 
sens the fear entertained for diseases 
of that character. During 1898 there 
were 150 cases of contagious diseases 
in the city and yet only one death re- 
sulted, that ane being caused by scarlet 
fever. The 150 eases were divided 
among the various diseases as follows: 


Scarlet fever, 118 cases; diphtheria, 


14 cases; chicken pox, 6 cases; whoop- 
ing cough, 2 eases: measles, 8 eivses: 
membr&noim croup, 1 ease; small pox, 
1 case. 


During the year there were from all 


causes, 330 deaths, of which number 
12 were produced by consumption, 10 
were caused by railroad accidents, two 
by suicide, 7 were classed as tub- 
erculosis and 5 resulted from ty- 
phoid. In the list of victims there 
were included 169 white rnsle persons, 
149 white female, 7 colored males 
and 5 colored females. Sixty-six of 
the victims were under 1 year of age, 
25 were over 1 year and under 5 years 


d the remainder, 239y were over 5 


years of age. 


During the year there were SJ34 


births, including 180 white males, 191 
white females, 9 colored aaales and 4 
colored females. 


.Or. Laudici's report for the montb 


of January of the present year shows 
18 cases of scarlet feyer, 3 .of chicken; 
30x, 6 of diphtheria, 1 of whooping 
cough, and 1 of measles. There were 
17 deaths and 22 births during the 
month.
